The four Americans chosen by President M. L. Burton of 


the University of Michigan as.the outstanding figures of the 
Twentieth Century so far, are bound to bring forth discussion 
and perhaps a measure of criticism.

President Burton has selected Theodore Roosevelt for his 


. "comprehension of the social problems of this time;" Henry 
Ford for industrial development, Thomas Edison for inventive 
genius and Orville Wright for his creative work in flying. 
Bishop Brant, chancellor of Hobart College, recently named 
Woodrpw Wilson, Cardinal Mercier, Lenine and Gandhi as 
his choice. 


While it is somewhat early to predict whom history will 


name as the-four outstanding figures of this century, it is nev- 
ertheless interesting to conjecture the leaders at the quarter 
ma'A. Seventy-five years hence when the century is dying, will 
the four selections of President Burton still reign as supreme 
as he has placed them? Or will they be eclipsed by geniuses 
yet unborn? 


Real Music Planned 


The Radio Music Fund committee of New York recently 


was organized with the announced intention of securing- the 
best talent in the music world for broadcasting. Although the 
Metropolitan Opera Company will not permit operas to be 
broadcast, individual stafs, it was announced, may sing for 
the committee. 


Financing the scheme, of course, presents ?. perplexing 


problem, for it is no small money matter to secure musical tal- 
ent of the highest grade, and there is no direct return for the 
concerns which back broadcasting projects. The purposes of 
the move, to use the words-of the announcement, are to '-'en- 
able the radio public to get the best of music'and to broaden 
and deepen appreciation of the musical art." 


The radio public, it would seem, will be the gainer if the 


plan goes into effect. It will bring into every home, rich and 
poor, native and foreign, the beauties of classical music which 
heretofore have been barred to so many by reason of the al- 
most prohibitive costs of admission to opera houses. 


Our "Capital" Ships 


Four "capital" ships of the Atlantic fleet are to be junked 


as a result of the recent manoeuvers in the vicinity of the 
Panama canal. The boilers of the Utah, Arkansas, Wyoming 
and Florida are too ancient, naval men have found to with-' 
stand pressure sufficient for more than 12 knots da hour ' 


Twelve knots used to be pretty speedy time. The triremes 


of ancient Greece made little more than half of that Colum- 
bus would have considered himself lucky had he been able 
to average one-third. The Spanish fleet in the late unpleasant- 
ness,st.eamed from Havana to its doom at no more, and hence 
was sunk. 
' - 


Yet with all kinds of data in its possession supporting the 


theory that the speedy ship.is the only ship for modern war- 
fare, -the government has allowed these vessels to remain as 
first defense despite the fact that they are but little faster than 
. the average tug. Was it necessary for the maneuvers to prove 
their actual speed? Or was it known beforehand? If not it is 
fortunate the government did not wait for actual battle to 
test the speed -qualities of our so-called "capital" ships. 


Gasoline Prices 


Investigation of .soaring prices are usually in order and 


sometimes productive of good. It may be so- in the case of 
the inquiry directed by President Coolidge regarding current 
prices. 
lt no question that crude oil production has fallen 


off with the rapid drainage Of pools in California, Texas and 
Arkansas and that the market price of crude oil has risen But 
.so has consumption of gasoline fallen off, as it. always does 
during the winter months. It is .well for a disinterested set of 
inquisitors to find out what the net result is, in available quan- 
tity of gasoline, and whether the revered law of supply and de- 
mand-is really being allowed by the refiners to follow its nat- 
ural course, or-whether refiners are showing up the price of 
thai-product unnecessarily and raising- the price theypaid for 
petroleum partly to cloak their profiteering.
